
VETERANS HOLD SI?
FEW NEW LEADERS AMONG

PROFESSIONAL GOLFERS
Postponement of Tournaments Prr-

''.".Ihr Judgment on 1'layern,
Jim Barnea nt Head of l.Ut.

NEW YORK, October 13.. Now that
the professional golfers in the North
have had their last fline at tlie open
tournament game, a glance back over
tho records of the leaders reveals the
fact that most of those who were prom-.Inent in 1916 have again accounted for
the major portion of tho cold and glorythis year. Because of the fact that a
number of the Important championships
¦were indefinitely postponed on account
of the war, there has been less oppor¬
tunity to size up the "pros."
Of course, the national open chain-

pionship represents tho main event of!
the year, though last fall the first an-

. nual event of the Professional Golfers'I
Association, at Siwanoy, was regarded
as a close second.
This year there was no national open,

no metropolitan open, while the affair
.under the auspices of the professionals'
¦association was so changed as to be
-combined with a series of so-called In-
rE&rnatlonal team matches. In which,combinations representing amateurs,
_home-bred professionals, Scotch ami
English took part. The medal play
part of that at Englcwood consisted of
thirty-six holes, and it remained for
Will Macfarlanc, the S«-ot. from tho
Hudson River Country Club. to finish
in the lead. All he not. however, was
a medal, for the proceeds, not only at
.Englewood, but during the team
matches at Baltusrol. Garden City and
.Siwanoy were devoted to relief funds.
*~;So far ns actual winnings are con-
corned, big Jim Barnes, this White-
Marsh "pro." unquestionably deserves
.lo be placed at the head of the list.
He didn't do much in the spring in tho
South, nor in the patriotic tournament
over his home course, »>ut lie got third
money at Shawnee, won the Western
open with a line score of i'S3. got second
at Kilkare. and only recently won tho
Philadelphia open title. l.ast winter.
In the South, Barnes injured his foot
when his automobile ran over him. and
this seemed to handicap him off and on
throughout the past season, lie's play-
Ling in hts best form now. however,
.aH'l if nothing goes wrong later on in
^t-h-c South he may be able to add to his
.winnings before the new year.

Kradj' Deserve* Credit.
Possibly Mike Brady. the Boston

home-bred, desirves almost as much
notice as Barnes, for let it bo said
that the Oakley "pro" began the sea¬
son In tine style by winning the North
and South title at Pinehurst. On that
occasion ho led a strung field. At
Shawnee, Brady got second money,
finished In the Western in a tie with!
Frank Adams, of Beverly, for tenth
and eleventh money, and the following
week won the Kilkare tournament.
Further than this Brady has shown in
his exhibition matches, some of which !
have been with Francis Ouimet, that'
he Is playing in old-time form.

It is probably unfortunate for .lock
Hutchison that there was no national
open title al stak>¦ this year. When
Brae Burn called off the national open
and Whitcmarsh decided to run a sub¬
stitute in the form of a patriotic event
¦the majority of the loading "pros"
w«re on hand. There, was no money at
stako for tho winners, though thvy all
played the beyt they Knew how. and
Hutchison l< d the field by it wide mar¬
gin. He was also third in the Western
span. In a way. Walter Hageu, the
Rochester home-bred, who won the)
metropolitan and Western open titles
in HUB, has shown a slight falling off
this year. Hagen, however, made a
great try to retain his Western laurels,
finishing only two strokes behind
Barnes. At Shawnee, llagen got fifth
money, and he also figured on the win¬
ning side of a number of exhibition
matches.
By the way, Gil Nichoils started In

the spring it looked .us if the Great j
Neck "pro" might eclipse all others
throughout the r.«17 season, for he won
five tournaments in the South. There- !
after, however. Nichoils showed less
steadiness. He got seventh money at
Shawnee and tied for sixth, seventh and
eighth places with 1*. O'liara and James
Donaldson in the Western open.

It has been suggested that a caddie
championship, open to boys through¬
out the United States, would be an Ideal
way to find Uivse youngsters who havo
the (juulifu, j.ti^ns of first-class players.;
When it is'retnembered that ptactically
three-quarters of the leading profes¬
sionals beg in theit golfing careers as

bag-toters a little encouragement given
to the caddies in the \\.:\ of playing
opportunities would not be amiss. There
are many clubs which hold inter-club'
matches for their boys. I»:it, on the.
other hand, .s< .no organization? frown
on such contests.

Tournament for ('adliirn.
The supprestif.n is for a tournament

to be held on tin; plan of the Profes-
sional Golfers' Association event last j
year at Siwanoy. Karl; individual club
could hold a caddie championship solely
for the boys of that district. The event
could be at thirty-six holes, medal play,
scratch conditions, so that the best
caddie in the club would be, certain to
win. Following tins a championship
could be played on a course to be se¬

lected, and otily those players who had
won their club events would be eligible
to compete.
The .-.pftise .!" such a competition

would not necessarily be very great,
at it would be sullicient to give prizes
to the winner and runner-up. Tho
event could be held under the direc¬
tion o! the ciui> professional or the
caddie master, and it mij.i t be amus¬

ing for the members to a.t as caddies
for the boys on such an occasion, or,
if such an affair wer«- considered too
dlftict.ll to handle, why not have the
boys from each Stare take part in a

championship, and the ultimate win¬
ners meet in Northern. Southern, Fast¬
ern und Western sections, with the four
victors coming together in th^ finals?

oilier holiday, and award prizes for
the year's. «M;<-iency and good conduct.
